
MInUTES OF AN ADJOURl;jEJj REGuLAR 
MEETING OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
OF THE CITY OF TORRANCE 

Torrance, California. 
l1ay 9, 1922. 

An ad.journed regular meeting of the Board of Trustees of 
the City of Torrance was held in the Council Chambers at 
Torrance-, California, May 9, 1922, and was called to order by 
Preside nt Fitzhugh . at 8:00 P.M. The following Trustees were 
present: Fitzhugh, Nash, Proctor and Gilbert. Absent: Trustee 
Stone. 

A moticn by Trustee Gilbert, seco,1ded by Trustee Proctor, 
to suspend the regular order of business was duly carried. 

A written cOiIlmunication from the Automobile Club of So. 
California concerning the closing of the road in front of the 
School House was read, and Trustee Proctor moved that this 
letter be placed of file and that the Clerk write to them 
expressing t he appreciation of the Board for their kind at­
tention in this matter; and that further details be placed 
before them explaining the exact proposition with an accomp­
anying drawing. Trus tee Gilbert seconded this motion and it 
was duly carried. 

Written cOlmr.ullication from Dr. Lancaster, Health Offic '~ r, 
read as follows: 

liThe rabies situation thro'llghout Los Angeles City and 
County 1s getting quite bad, ' and prolc.ises to be rather alarll;­
inc; before the summer is over. Some cities and t he County 
Supervisors are enacting very stringent muzz ling ordinances, 
althOUGh for the present I do not thi,1k we need such drastic 
measures. 

I would recommend that you employ some special man to 
round up and kill every unlincensed and straying dog now, 
anel later it may be necessary to enact a mo re strict law than 
we HOW have. I will kee:p you informed of tl1.e situation." 

Trustee Proctor moved that this communicat ion be publish­
ed, and that all dogs not properly licensed be taken up by 
the Pound Mai.lter. Trustee Gilbert secor:o,eli the motion and it 
"Jas duly carried. 

The second letter from Dr. Lancaster, regarding open l iri­
vic ;: , wa~; re ad . Trustee Gilbert reporte d. that this matter 
had been looked into, and that such privies were being connect­
ed with the f;ewer at the present time. 

I,ir. Hurum Reeve requested a permit to rope off Cravens 
Avenue, from Carson to Sussana Streets, from 2:00 to 4:00 P.M. 
Saturday, Hay 13th for t~'e purpose of holding a boy's bicycle 
race. 

The motion by Trustee Gilbert, seconded by Trustee Nash , 
qlat the permit be grcmtec:, and t hat the Harshall assist him 
in ~is official character only, was carried. 

Trustee Proctor reJ.jorted that he had told t he City Engin­
eer to secure local gravel for the reparir,g of 2l0th and 
Amapola Avenue. Bad holes were reported oj. Western Avenue. 

O,i examination into the cost of gravel in carload l ots , 
includinG i.li11oridhig, haul::' l:"" "te. it was fouDd thc.t loc ,,"l 
g.;tavel could be procured more cheaply.

Trustee Gilbert reported progre ss on new Ordinances.

Torrance, California, 
May 16, 1922. 

A regular meeti!1...g of the Board of Trustees of the City of Tor­
rance was held in the Council Chambers at Torrance, California, l'iiay 
16, 1922, and was called to order by President Fitzhugh at 8:00 P.M. 
The following Trustees were present: Gilbert, Nash, stone, Proctor 
and Fitzhugh. 

The minutes of the meeting held on May 2, 1922, were read and 
approved as read. 

At 8:10 P.M. opening of bids on $54,000.00 bond iasue was begun, 
following are bids opened: 

The Citizens National Bank, Los Angeles, bid on the $54,000.00 
pa,r value, 5% bonds of the City of Torrance, to be sold May 16,1922: 
Par, accrued interest to date of delivery and a premium of $500.00, 
also enclosing a cashier's check for $7,000.00. 

The Vim. R. Staats Co, Los Angeles, bid on the $54,000.00 par 
value, 5% bonds of the City of Torrance, to be sold May 16, 1922: 
Par, accrued interest to date of delivery and a premium of $311.50, 
enclosing certified check for $5500.00. 

Trustee Proctor made a motion, seconded by Trustee Gilbert that 
t:he bid of the Citizens National Bank, Los Angeles, be accepted and 
the City Attorney be instructed to deliver a Transcript of the pro­
ceedinc;s to then,. The motion was carried by the follo"l7in[; roll call 
vote:
